picture for El Salvador. While the FU.N was not a large 
radical force, they were well armed with sufficient caches to 
survive long term cut backs in support by the Cubans and the 
Sandanistas. The government was preoccupied with its internal 
economic problems as well as attempting to unravel the legal 
troubles surrounding the murder of the Jesuit priests last 
year. Currie noted for the analysts the current status of the 
Dodd Amendment which would cut aid to El Salvador by half and 
suggested it would likely pass a US Congress tired of the mess
